School  Superintendent's  Report 


Dummer,  N.  H.,  Feb.  1,  1929 

School  Board  of  Dummer, 

Ladies: 

I  herewith  submit  the  annual  report  of  the  Superintendent  of 
Schools. 

Instruction 

During  the  last  year  the  work  of  both  schools  was  of  a  high 
order.  The  resig-nations  of  Miss  Constance  Brungot  at  West  Dum- 
mer, and  Miss  Natalie  B.  Corkum  at  the  Willis  School  were  sin- 
cerely regretted  by  the  management  of  the  schools.  This  year  the 
School  Board  was  fortunate  in  securing  Miss  Elvira  H.  Boston  to 
teach  the  Willis  School,  and  Miss  Evelyn  E.  Sawyer  to  teach  the 
West  Dummer  School.  Both  these  teachers  are  Normal  School  gra- 
duates and  are  doing  good  work.  The  discipline  of  your  schools  is 
good,  the  spirit  of  the  pupils  is  the  best,  and  the  prospects  are 
splendid  for  another  successful  year. 

Following  the  practice  of  public  schools  throughout  the  country 
intelligence  tests  have  been  given  to  all  pupils.  While  authorities 
vary  as  to  the  validity  and  dependence  of  such  tests,  they  "vvill 
undoubtedly  increase  in  general  use,  so  that  it  is  an  advantage  to 
pupils  to  become  accustomed  to  them.  Although  far  from  con- 
clusive, they  cannot  be  ignored  in  determining  the  limitations  and 
possibilities  of  children.  Standard  tests  in  subjects  are  given 
from  time  to  time.  Pupils  know  the  country-wide  standards  and 
like  to  test  their  skill  with  them.  The  Woody-McCall  Arithmetic 
Tests  show  that  the  Avork  in  fundamentals  of  Arithmetic  lias  made 
vast  improvements  in  the  last  two  years  and  today  nearly  every 
pupil  is  doing  standard  work  and  a  considerable  number  exceed 
the  country-wide  ability  of  their  grades.  Last  year  Lawrence  C. 
Blake,  Everett  M.  Bruso,  Ethel  O.  Delano,  Marian  A.  Sias  and  Ker- 
mit  Howland  graduated  from  the  eighth  grade. 
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Property 

During  the  summer  the  West  Dummer  School  was  painted,  and 
this  fall  a  small  oil  stove  was  installed.  It  is  hoped  that  before 
long  adjustable  individual  seats  will  be  placed  in  both  schools. 
Double  seats  are  inadvisable  from  the  point  of  view  of  modern  ed- 
ucation, and  do  not  harmonize  with  the  other  splendid  equipment 
of  your  schools. 

Health 

I  can  only  repeat  the  deep  concern  of  my  last  report  relative 
to  the  apparent  indifference  of  some  parents  to  the  reports  of  the 
medical  inspection.  Only  about  fifty  percent  of  children  reported 
needing  medical  attention  received  any  according  to  the  second  re- 
port. Tlie  best  scholarship  of  any  pupil  can  never  be  realized  when 
working  under  physical  handicaps. 

Tuition  Scholars 

Last  year  ten  scholars  from  Stark  were  enrolled  in  the  West 
Isummer  School.  This  year  to  date  seven  scholars  have  been  en- 
rolled. 

Last  year  seven     scholars  from  the  Pontocook     District  were 
placed  in  the  Milan  Co]  ner  School  and  one  from  the  Paris  Mfg.  . 
Co.,  at  Stark.     At  the  present     time  there     are   five     Pontocook 
scholars  in  the  Milan  Corner  School,  and  one  girl  from  the  Paris , 
Mfg.  Co.,  is  at  the  West  Milan  School. 

Financial 

For  four  years  the  District  has  been  carrying  a  considerable 
balance  in  the  treasury  in  the  event  of  the  reopening  of  the  Pon- 
tocook School.  Until  something  definite  develops  it  now  seems  " 
advisable  to  expend  a  conservative  portion  of  this  balance  in  cur- 
rent expenses.  At  present  the  margin  of  expense  of  operating 
this  school  over  transportation  and  tuition  at  Milan  is  not  great. 
If  it  becomes  advisable  to  reopen  during  any  school  year,  it  could 
probably  be  financed  out  of  current  appropriations  and  income, 
possibly  supplemented  by  a  small  emergency  appropriation  at  the 
March  meeting.  With  tliis  in  view  the  School  Board  is  asking  for 
$1325.59  less  than  last  year.  The  appropriation  asked  for  is  in- 
cluded with  the  School  Board's  Eeport. 

Attendance 

The  schools  of  the  district  operated  174  days.  It  is  hoped 
this  year  by  eliminating  the  traditional  broken   week   of  Thanks- 
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giving  and  substituting  a  full  week  to  approac-li  nearer  180  school 
days  without  expense  to  the  district. 

The  registers  show  that  Claysen  Glover  was  the  only  pupil 
neither  absent  nor  tardy  the  entire  year. 

I  cannot  close  this  report  without  taking  tlie  opportunity  to 
express  my  gratitude  to  the  citizens  and  School  Board  of  Dummer 
for  their  hearty  cooperation  in  all  matters  concerning  schools.  It 
is  indeed  a  pleasure  and  a  privilege  to  work  with  people  who  are 
so  deeply  interested  in  their  schools,  and  ready  to  bring  the  best 
of  equipment  and  instruction  to  their  children.
